Weapon Invented in 1784 Has Been 
Wonderfully: Improved 


Shrapnel possesses greater man- 
killing power than any other kind of 


‘ammunition used in‘ modern field ar-. 


_ tillery, and that is why more than 1,- 
000,000 a month are being used by the 
European armies now in the field. 
Thousands of shops and factories in 
thig country and in Euorpe are work- 
ing night and day te supply. this de- 
mand. A superticial examination of a 


shrapnel shell, discloses little to indi- | 


cate its destructive pow+r—it is sim- 
ply a small gteel shell attached to the 
end of a brass case, but ‘when proper- 
ly adjusted and fired from a modern 
* field gun this steel shell becomes a 
veritavle demon of destruction. With- 
in the -prief period of 4% seconds it 
has traveled over one mile, and 18% 
seconds later it is nearly 3% miles 
distant from the gun. At any time 
duriug this rapid flight it can be made 
to explode with marvelous precisioa 
and. deadiy effectiveness. 

Each shell has a time fuse that is 
made with the accuracy of a watch. 
This fuse is graduated in seconds and 
is set to expiode at a given range as 
determined by the panoramic sight or 
other form of range finder. As soon 
as the gun ig fired, the fuse is ignit- 
ed automatically and when the ex- 
piosion occurs in the base of the 
shell itself, the forward end is blown 
out and a shower of lead bullets hurl- 
ed forward in conelike formation, the 
shel] acting as an aerial gun. The 
velocity of these bullets exceeds the 
explosion by from 250 to 300 feet per 
second, and they cover a zone about 
30 yards wide and 250 yards long. 

The first shrapnel shell (invented 
in 1784 by Lieutenant Shrapnel) was 
merely a cast ira: ball filled with 
bullets and powder, which wag ex- 
ploded by a crude fuse screwed into 
the shell. This type was unsatisfac- 
tory because bullets flew in all direc- 
tions when the shel] exploded; later 
this defect was partially overcome by 
inserting a sheet-iron diaphragm, 
which separated the bullets from the 
bursting charge. Modern shrapnel is 
similar in principle to its early prede- 
cessor, but is a marvel of mechanical 
ingenuity. 

The shrapnel ‘snells used by differ- 
ent. governments at the present time 
operate on the same principle, but 
differ somewhat as to size and in the 
arrangement of the fuse A complete 
shrapnel comprises a brass case con- 
taining a heavy charge of smokeless 
powder for propelling the projectile, 
a hollow steel shell containing a large 
number of lead builets and a bursting 
charge, ana the combination time and 
percussion fuse which forms the 
point of the shell. The sudden mo- 
tion of the shell at the time of firing 
causes a.gmal] plunger in the end of 
the fuse to fly back and strike a cap 
which ignites the fuse. This fuse is 
composed of a slow-burning composi- 
tion that is pressed. into annular 
grooves. One of these grooves is in | 
a stationary ring and the other in a 
graduated movable ring. By turning. 
the graduated ring, the length of this 
fuse is varied so that the shell may 
be exploded at any time within a 
period of about 21 seconds. 
this brief period a thr2e-inch Ameri- 
can shrapnel will travel 6,500 yards, 
or nearly 1% miles. poo 

The French fuse differs from the 
movable ring type used in other 
countries in this respect. The slow 
burning composition is contained in 
a tube, wound spirally around the fuse 
head. The fuse ig set by piercing a 
hole through this spiral tube, so that 
connection is made with the interior 
of the fuse body. . When the gun is 
fired and the primer or cap in the 
fuse head ig exploded, a flame passes 
out through the pierced hole and ig- 
nites the “rope” powder fuse. The 
effective length of the fuse depends 
upon the position of the pierced hole. 
which is made by a special machine 
attached to the gun, the hole being 
located with reference to suitable 
graduations. Most fuses are so ar- 
ranged that the shell will be explod- 
ed by concussion if it should strike 
before the ring of powder burns 
around to the exploding charge. This 
ts effected by a secondary plunger in 
the fuse head which flies forward 
when the shell strikes and fires the 
bursting charge instantaneously. 

Shells of the three-inch size contain 
from 210 to 360 Jead bullets about half 
an inch in diameter, which are em- 
bedded in a resinous mixture. This 
_matrix, as it is called, serves two pur- 
poses. Jt holds the bullets in posi- 
tion, and also actg as a tracer to in- 
dicate by a cloud of smoke the point 
at which the shell explodes. This 
smoke cloud is important, especially 
at long ranges, and when adverse at- 
mospheric conditions exist. .

R. J. C. Stead, Who is Known as the 
a Poet of the Prairies — i 
Western Canada has every reason 
to be proud of Robert J. C: Stead, 
whose literary prucuctions, both in 
poetry anc prose, so cleverly and 
faithfully, ‘reflec: the life of the 
prairies, and which Lave placed this 
western COUNLTY OF Oiip cL .

Stead ,was editor of the Cartwright

of Natural”Resources, Calgary. An in- 
teresting sketch of his life, together 
with a resume of his literary produc- 
tions, appearc* in a recent number of 
ihe Western Standard, from which the 
following is an excerpt: ” . . 

“In the year 1903 began the literary 
history of this poet +nd author, when 
a short poem known as the “Empire 
“Builders” -was published in the Can- 
adian Magazine. This peautiful poem 
dealt with such aspects of Canadian 
development that it was widely re- 
printed. Amongst others the Literary 
Digest, of New York, gave it instan- 
taneous recognition. . Encouraged by 
this, young Stead gave himself to the 
compilation of a volume of verse 

“hich was published in book form in 
1908, under the title “Empire Build- 
ers.” The years of intimate experi- 
ence with the prairies, as expressed 
in these verses, made them profound 
in their appeal, made them fine and 
trae in their feeling and observation. 
They were “born, not made,” and they 
carry intense conviction with them. 
The Montreal Sta.dard was right 
when it said: ‘lines like these will live 
and explain to those who never saw 
the country what life on the prairie 
really meant,. Such is the power of 
divine poetry.’ This book was a con- 
siderable guccess; it passed through 
four editions. and. was favorably re- 
viewed by over two hundred repre- 
sentative publicaticns. The principal 
elements which have won distinction 
for it are, an ea __ style, a strong pat- 
riotic appeal, a strong portrayal of 
those subtle influeu-es that peculiarly 
belong to pioneer prairie life. . This 
was followed by. “Praiiie Born” in 
1911, and also-a collection. of his 
poems under the title “Songs of the 
Prairie.” These had a large sale, and 
the book was taken up by publishers 
on both sides of the Atlantic. Mr. 
Stead has done much in these prairie 
poems to build up the true spirit. of 
the Canadian west. It is true there is 
more. in Canaa than muscle and 
Rocky Mountains and no one has con- 
tributed more than Mr. Stead to the: 
true national spirit of which the free, 
open, and fruitful prairie is such a 
convincing illustration. 

Mr. Stead has recently entered the 
field of novel writers with a tale of 
Western Canada entitled “The Bail 
Jumper, which waz published in 
Engiand in June and in-C yada in-Sep 


tember... , The story is' well 
worth reading; it is healthy, sound 
and inspiring; a strong. story of 


human everyday life.in the. west pre- 
sented in a popular and attractive 
“way.” é 


‘Baiting’ Railways 


Popular Prejudice Against’ the Rail- 
ways Results in Harm to the 
7 Country : 

In the past, Canada has learned 
many lessons of importance from the 
experience of her nearest neighbor, 
the United States. While the Canad- 
jan people are always disposed to act 
with independence, they are not short- 
sighted enough to reject What may be 
learned with protit from another ¢oun- 
try very similar in na. ‘re to this one. 

A few weeks ago, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission of the United 
States handed out a decision granting 
to the railway companies in-certain 
sections the right to increase their 
rates. A few years ago any such de- 
cision would .have aroused a storm of 
protest. The recent decision was ac- 
cepted, generally, in such good part 
as to suggest that the pubiic is be- 
ing educated in economic truths. 

President Woodrow Wilson, who is 
one of the leading econor.ists of his 
day, sometimes hanas out hints to 
the public alomg witli his messages. 
One of these he handed out when he 
first mentioned the subject of freight 
rate increases. He said the -prosper- 
ity of the country is bound up with 
the prosperity of the railvays. He 
suggested that the public, in hurting 
the railways Were hurting themselves 
Justice for the railways was justice 
for the public also. 

Big industries, like some big men, 
are sometimes not in popular favor 
with the general public. They are 
expected to give evidence of generos 
ity to all and sundry; otherwise, they 
are roundly condemned, They lend 
themselves to the critical uses of car- 
tooning. Such has been the exper- 
fence of the Unitec States. But tha 
United States is learning what an ex- 
pensive habit railway-baiting ig, and 
is quick to profit by the lesson. In 
the. last election, the remarkable 
gains of the Republican . party, once 
shot and apparently killed because it 

as believed to be a friend of the 
“big interests,” has been interpreted 
by all disinterested political experts 
in the United States as sufficient evi- 
dence that the nagging of business 
just because nagging was popular and 
‘Hot becausé’\business was guilty of 
sin, had begun to pall on the Ameri- 
can public. ; i

Crossing Alfalfa 
Experiments That Promise to Improve 
the Plant For Grazing 
Purposes 

Alfalfa ig such a well known forage 
crop that little has been. done to im- 
prove it by scientific breeding. But al- 
talfa has ‘several serious detects, It is 
not well adapted to grazing, and it 
doeg not produce seed freeiy. 

William gouthwortk of Ontario Ag- 
ricultural College, Guelph, Ontario, 
has been making sOme experiments 
tnat promise greatly to improve al- 
falfa in these respects. He picked out 
as the plant most likely to fulfill the 
conditious, the common yellow trefoil, 
known as black medick (Medicago lu- 
lupulina L). ; 

The black medick is looked upon as 
@ weed in the United States and Can- 
ada. It grows profusely in meadows, 
generally almost or quite flat upon 


the ground. It has slender stems and 
produces an abundance of fine leaves, 


which yield good grazing, but not 
good hay. : 
In the Journal of Heredity, Mr. 


Southworth reports on the success of 
hig experiments. While alfalfa seeds 
poorly, its cousin, the black medick, 
produces an abundance of seeds, Al- 
falfa seems to need the help of bees 
its pollenation, while the black 
medi is generally self fertilized. 
Mr. Southworth began in 1911 with 
mother alfalfa plants obtained from 
the United States department of agri- 
culture, Washington,. but, owing to 
the hot season, not one.of he crosse3 
set seed. In August of that year he 
picked out an alfalfa plant growing in 
with rich 
green foliage and an abundance of 
healthy, vigorous, violet flowers. 
These flowers he fertilized. with pol- 
len from black meuick growing as 
weeds. From these he obtained five 
healthy pods. , , 
Sowing the seed from these in the 
fall of 1912, ‘he raised twenty-four 
plants, nineteen of which he removed 
to the open field. These were allowed 
to fertilize themselves, and the plants 
from their seed were raised in the 


autumn of 1913 in the greenhouses of | 


the department .of plant 
Cornell university: 

Without going into the details of 
the growth of each plant the results 
may be summarized by saying that 
82 per cent. of the plants grew above 
the ‘average (6.6 inches) in height 
and about ‘78 per cent. were not erect 
in growth: —~< ; 

Mr. Southworth says the cross is 
difficult to make. He is. continuing his 
experiments and urges others,.to in- 
vestigate along the same Jines. \ >; 

He notes also that the diffictilty in 
getting hard alfalfa seeds to germi- 
nate, This may be. overcoma by 
immersing them . for ten minutes in 
strong commercial sulphuric acid\and 
then washing them free from the acid. 
This method. was invented by Profes- 
sor H. H. Love of Cornell:

Painting the War 

The latest and greatest war hardly 
lends itself to painting of the courtly 
kind. The prolonged sojourn in the 
mud of trenches, the battering of in- 
visible hosts by invisible hosts, give 
opportunities enough for heroism, but 
not heroism of the melodramatic kind 
most congenial to royal salons, which 
prefer war with the nimbus of flash- 
ing steel, waving plumes and careful- 
ly-valeted soldiery. Quite naturally, 
our more prosaic age, hetter endowed 
mechanically, ig wondering whether 
there be not in the cinematograph a 
better mode of r2ccrding the war. One 
need not enter on the technical ques- 
tion whether films can be devised 
which -wil] live for posterity. From 
another side there arises the difficul- 
ty that the very lack of visibility and 
the dramatic in modern warfare 
which makes it stubborn material for 
the painter, makés it material hardly 
less stuvborn for the cinematograph.

Cool the Cream 


One of the most common causes of 


poor quality butter is the lack of im- 
mediate, thorough cooling of the 
cream after separat'on. The. dairy di- 
vision of, the United States depart- 
ment. of agriculture has male a care- 
ful investigation of conditions an 
large number of dairy farms, any the 
data. obtained show that, if properly 
cooled, cream of the best gradés can 
be produced with but little extradabor 
or expense. The principles involved 
are very simple and are easily under- 
stood. A liberal use of ice which has 
been stored in winter to be used the 
following summer is one of the re- 
quirements for the solution of the 
‘poor butter problem. Farmers wa» 
are already successfully delivering 
good products to the creamery have 
usually provided for themselves a con- 
venient source of supply for the ice, 
suitable houses for storing the ice, 
and ice-water tanks for the immedi- 
ate cooling of the milk or cream.

hing within .its power to tend and 
nurture tihs rabid enmity which has 
now become the obsession of sixty- 
five million souls. The German gov- 
ernment has not been very successful 
hitherto in its congenial ‘labor of de- 
famation and. slander of: the allies. 
Let us be frank, therefore, and admit 
that its endeavors to fan the flame of 
hatred against the British in Germany

It would be a mistake to suppose 
that this hatred. of England in Ger- 
many is of recent growth. It does 
not, it is true, date back to the old 
Gemmany, though in the days of Bis- 
marck, Englind was unpopular in 
Germany, much as she was in most 
ether continental countries.

But as their enthusiasm waxed at the 
prospects opeued to them by the new 
world which unrolled itself before 
them, their envy increased ageinst the 
whose. well urdered 
and contented colonies and settle- 
ments met them from gea to sea, from | 
Hamburg to Hong-Kong. 

The envy of Great Britain in Ger- 
many is the envy of the young Ger- 
man. It is the bitter feeling with 
which the poor clerk regards the rich 
son of. his employer, or the small 
tradesman the capitalist. Ambitious 
young Germans of good family, com- 
ing to London in the rather straitencl 
circumstance? in which so many weil- 
born German families live, have often 
displayed to me _ by their manner, 
rather than their words, their irrita- 
tion at the more affluent. surround- 
ings of the ycung men with whom 
they come into contact in England. 
Envy of British prosperity is very 
marked in press and public in Ger- 
many. The feeling may not always 
fiud concrete expression, but it is 
there nevertheless. 

The young Germau’s wrathful im- 
potence to win for himself a position 
in the world-commensurate with that 
of modern Germary hds_ brought 
forth a wuole cro: of imperial-min- 
ded German novels... In these books, 
many of which have enormous sales,
